Warmer Here 
Today; Frost 
Nips Midwest 


Crisp, sunsbiny weather prevailed 
yesterday in Chicago, with the ther- 
mometer sinking to an official 42 de-| 
grees late last night. Farmers and 
fruit growers with crops still unhar- 


vested spent an anxious night wonder- | 


ing how much danger would be done 
by anticipated heavy frost. 

Today, according to the weather 
forecast, will be fair, with slowly ris- 
ing temperature. Tomorrow is to be 
cloudy, according to prediction, but 
the rise in the mercury will continue. 

At midnight several nurserymen re- 
ported that there was no damage by 
frost up to that time and that they 
hoped to escape. | 

Warm Weather in East. 

Abnormally cold weather prevailed 

yesteiday in all parts -of the United 


extreme south and the extreme east. 
.Washington and New York were if 
the grip of torrid weather. The ther- 
mometer stood at 90 degrees tn Wash- 
ington and at 85 In New York. A 
heat prostration case was reported. in 
Brooklyn. 

There was a break toward higher 
temperatures late yesterday in the 
northwest and this is expected to 
move steadily eastward. 

The coldest spot in the country was 
Stewart, Idaho, where the minimum 
was 4 degrees above zero. Several 
other Idaho cities had temperatures of 
less than 20 degrees. Even Texas felt 
the force of the cold wave, Amarillo 
having a minimum of 33 degrees. 

Conservative estimates of damage to 
the Iowa corn crop by the frosts was 
estimated at from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000 yesterday. As a result of early 
warnings many farmers saved por- 
tions of their crops. it was feared last 
night that the cold night predicted 
would cause still more damage. Re- 
rorts from Sioux City said northwest 
Iowa had a real winter freeze. 

Fruit Crops Are Killed. 

Such vegetation as melons, ee, 
and some species of apples were 
county agricultural agents said. 

@At Oklahoma City the minimum 
temperature was 41 degrees. Kansas 
City’s low was 38, a record for Sept. 
25. Killing frosts in the lowlands were 
predicted there for last night. At

In Kansas the hot suns of August 
had brought the corn crop beyond the 
destroying power’ of cold, and those 
fields that escaped the heavy Kansas 
floods were expected to produce almost 
full crops.

Patients Recover Quickly. 

Laty last night there had been no 
reports of dangerous illness and in 
most instances the patients were said 
to have recovered. 
Investigation at the Edgewater 
Beach hotel met with complete denials 
that anything extraordinary had fol- 
lowed the banquet. Officials of the hotel 
said they had heard of no ill effecta 
upon guests at the banquet. The house 
physician, Dr. J. J. MoCarthy, whe 
was reported by some of the banquet 
guests to have made many sick calla, 
declared he knew of no food poisoning 
cases and had answered no summonses 
from patients of that character.

“RADIO PROGRESS 
ENDANGERED. 


The department of commerce reports that the 
United States has three-fifths of all the radio 
broadcasting stations in the world and five times 


| @s8 many receiving sets as are to be found in any 
_ other land. The leadership of the United States is 
| the*more striking in view of the popularity of the 
radio as a means of education and entertainment 
the world over. 

Americans have more money than the people of 
other lands and spend more freely. We delight in 
scientific and mechanical] novelties. These facts 
will account in part for the growth in popularity of 
thé radio in this country but do not tell the whole 
stefy. Our government has refrained‘from exact- 
ing a license fee from radio listeners, The fee 
migt.t have discouraged prospective purchasers be- 
cause of the nuisance no less than because of the 
Money outlay. In addition there are virtually no 
police restrictions on the use of the radio here. 
Any one may have a set and bring in anything he 
can find. In Germany Slavs are forbidden to 
operate sets and in Greece only citizens of the 
country are privileged to own receiving apparatus. 
Other countries have other annoying restrictions. 
Many govertments have gone into the broadcast- 
ing business with the blighting effect that might 
have been anticipated. Our government has wisely 
® refrained from al] these forms of interference with 
‘prive te initiative. 
| Unfortunately our government has carried its 
= policy of non-interference too far. There is one 
point upon which the need of government regula- 
tion is clear. The number of stations in a given 
locality must be limited, Otherwise there will be 
| interference between broadcasters amounting to 
| anarchy. The task of preventing anarchy in the 
air falls upon the government because thera is no 
other agency able to undertake it. The department 
| ef commerce undertook the job of regulation under 
& the terms of a law passed before program broad- 
casting was kn but Judge Wilkerson’s decision 
to the sharp limitation of the 
department's activity. Meanwhile congress has 
failed to enact a new radio law and matters have 
been allowed to drift. 

Interference resulting from the pirating of the 


wave lengths of the established stations is steadily | 


growing more annoying. If it is allowed to con- 
tinue American supremacy in radio development 
will be threatened. Another session of congress 
should not be allowed to adjourn without the en- 
actment of a law establishing radio broadcasting 
rights. 


THE CHINESE CONUNDRUM. 
The conference for the revision of the Chinese 
customs has passed away. It was held in accord- 
ance with the promise to China given at the Wash- 
ington conference on naval limitation and the 
Pacific, and it is given up, as Mr. Silas Strawn, 
Anferican delegate and chairman, explains with 
characteristic candor, “ because the Chinese have 
run out on us.” 
Indeed, the Chinese began to run out before the 
coliference began. Mr. Strawn left for China about 
@ Year ago, but before he reached Peking three 
members of the Chinese delegation had “ run o " 
—that ia, the mutationg of political fortune in 
China had made it seem desirable to three dele- 
gates to seek asylum in one of those deplorable 
institutions of imperialism, the foreign concessions. 


' They were followed later by other delegates, in- 


cluding no less @ personage than Mr. C. T. Wang, 
cabinet officer and spokesman for the Christian 
general and his faction. We have not been able 
to keep track of the changes in the Chinese dele- 
gation, but the chief difficulty the representatives 
of the foreign oppressors of China have met has 
been to find a delegation that would last long 
enough to be introduced to them. The main 
trouble has not been agreeing with the Chinese 
government, but finding a government that lasted 
jong enough to agree with. The process recalls 
William James’ description of metaphysics: a blind 
man hunting in a dark room for a black cat that 
isn’t there. | 

The Washington treaty powers were criticized 
fer not calling the conference more promptly. If 
it had taken place before the Chinese republic had 
got into such rough water, it might have worked 
eut some customs arrangement instead of failing 
completely. That this would have sufficed to sta- 
bilize the situation we doubt. The causes of dis- 
turbance run to deep. It would have provided 
more revenue for whatever faction held the gov- 
ernment for the time being, but the clash of forces 
would have gone on. 

Inany case, the postponement of the conference 
wae not the fault of the United States. The 
Fremeh government would not consent because it 
was arguing with Peking whether or not Chinese 
indemnity payments should be made in depreciated 
france. Go far as we are concerned, we have kept 
faith with China. Mr. Strawn and his colleague of 
the American delegation, our minister at Peking.

} political ideas are generally naive and impractical 
and patriotic devotion too often sadly lacking. 
The condition of China is deplorable and its 
problems are staggering. There are ho short cuts 
to stabilization that can be seen by practical men,

A SOUND COMMERCIAL 
AVIATION. | 


Mr. MacCracken, assistant secretary of com- | 
merce for aviation, announces a survey of his de- 
partment of the country’s air transportation situ- 
ation. With the air commerce act of last May as & 
basis, the department is examining into the condi- 
tion of existing carriers with a view to determin- 
ing what factors enter into the profitable opera- 
tion of such enterprises. | . 

One significant point Mr. MacCracken touches 
upon. That is, that before commercial aviation 
can enter into true economic use airplanes must 
be able to fly at night and in all weathers. Mr. 
MacCracken’s insistence that commercial aviation 
must be reliable and sound from a profit and Joss 
viewpoint strikes the key note of American com- 
mercial flying. 

It is within the province of the federal govern- 
ment, acting through the department of com- | 
merce, to go far toward helping commercial avia- | 
tion through its present period of transition. The 
air commerce act supplied the means and power 
formerly lacking. | 

Comparison is often made between commercial 
flying in Europe and in the United States, and the 
latter suffers by the parallel. It is true that in 
Europe commercial flying—except. in. mail trans- 
port, in which America excels—has been developed 
beyond a point attained in this country. It does 
not follow, however, that European commercial 
fiying, because of its extent, is in as healthy an 
economic state as the nfore backward commercial 
aviation of the United States. 

Virtually all European commercial flying is gov- 
ernmentally subsidized. In the United States what | 
there is of it is standing on its own feet. Flying 
in Europe is no more profitable than it is in 
America; it has merely been pushed beyond its 
normal rate of development. When American 
fiying grows, as it will, it will be a sound growth, 
paying interest on the investment. 

American commercial aviation does not ask a 
government subsidy. It has, nevertheless, the right 
to expect from the government just such aid as 
is contemplated in the air commerce act and 
which Mr. MacCracken, now surveying the situa- 
tion, is preparing to give it. | 

American aviation needs a uniform code of air 
regulations. It needs supervision of equipment 
and operators. It needs the sort of aid the gov- 
ernment supplies to shipping, the charting of 
routes, the creation of ports, the dissemination 
of weather reports, etc. It. needs the same spe- 
cialized advice and counsel the government sup- 
plies to other special branches of business. _ 

This sort of service the department of com- 
merce is preparing to supply. With it, American 
commercial aviation—without subsidy—faces an

RELIGION IN DOWNTOWN 
CHICAGO 


BY THE REV. JOHN THOMPSON, D. D. 
(Pastor First Methodist Episcopal Church in 
the Chicago Temple.) 

Religion is graven on the mind of Chicago. The 
city founders had a genius for religion. The 
uilding of the city and founding of the churches 
run parallel. The first church in Chicago was 
organized by the Methodists in 1831, two years 


gation assembled in the log cabin of ‘William See, 
the village blacksmith. Other churches followed 
in rapid succession. | } 

All denominations are still well represented by 
active down town churches. There are scores of 
them. To enumerate them would take all the 
space allotted for this article. There has been no 
such hegira of the churches from the downtown 
sections as some melancholy whiners affirm. 

These churches are reaching the people more 
successfully than the theaters when all the facts 
are taken into account. The theaters utilize new 


actors, new plays and flamboyant advertisements, 
while the church has the same voice in the pulpit 
with the two thousand year old gospel to preach. 
‘Yet the church is more than holding her own in 
her grip on human life. 

The erection of the Chicago Temple at Clark 
and Washington streets, has projected a new 
idea into the thinking of hundreds of leaders 
in downtown churches all over the world, It 
looks as if the composite building idea was to find 
expression in scores of cities in the next few years. 
As pastor of the church I have had communt- 
cations and inquiries from practically all lands 
beyond the seas, and have been invited to speak 
and interpret the plan in a score of major cities 
in our own land. Several such composite build- 
ings are now under contemplation while others 
are in process of erection. 

The idjea is appealing because it helps to sup- 
port church activities in a section from which the 
supporting families have moved to suburbs and 
left the churches in the midst of dense populations 
and in commercial centers without local support. 
It should be understood in this ‘Connection that the 
First Methodist Episcopal church in Chicago is a 
self-supporting institution. The net income from 
the composite building is devoted to missionary 
causes in various areas of the city. | 
Support, however, is not its most powerful ap- 
peal. Many see in it a beautiful conception, the 
wedding of religion and business and a recogni- 
tion of the sacredness of all life. John saw no 
temple in the new Jerusalem because the entire 
life of the city was one vast temple. This idea 
Has already been woven into noble verse. . The 
pastor has many poems in his possession which 
have been furnished him not only by admiring 
Chicagoans but by visitors to the city and the 
temple. It is the same idea as found expression 
in the stone crosses above the central market 
places of old England. The artist also embodied 
it in his picture of the dying Christ with the tools 
of human toil round the foot of His cross all 
stained by the sacred stream. 


So the idea of this composite building has fired 
the vision and imagination of a great many of 
the church leaders in the cities of this and other 
lands, 

I may be pardoned for using the First Methodist 
Episcapal church, “the only church in the loop,” 
as typical of the ministry downtown churches are 
exercising in the midst of the city’s ever changing 
life. Today our congregation willcelebrate the 
ninety-fifth anniversary of its organization and the 
ninety-second anniversary of its church building. 
It is a long stride from that first meeting in the 
village blacksmith’s log cabin to the great ternple 
on the corner. For ninety-two years this church 
has provided two services every Sabbath all the 
year round. 

A downtown church 
patriotism of humanity, for its congregation comes 
from the ends of the earth. It is a sanctuary 
for hundreds of strangers in the city,on the Sab- 
bath day end extends a hospitality to thousands 
of such through the year. It provides a hearth 
stone for the soul. The fires of cordiality are 
ever burning on its altfrs. The gospel of hand- 
shaking is practiced and bouquets of good cheer 
seattered round to the solitary and homesick. 

It is ever ministering to human need. The 
needy. and unfortunate and floaters from the back 
wash of city life; and those who have been worsted 
in life’s battle ever drift, as in the New Testament 
days to “the gate of the Temple.” Suburbanites, 
worshipping in their beautiful churches far from 
the madding crowd, know little of the countless | 
appeals made to church workers in the city’s 
center. I have often asked mendicants why they 
find their way to the churches in the hour of | 
emergency, and their answer indicatesc they find 
a kindlier human sympathy in the House of God 
than anywhere else. A downtown church makes 
human brotherhood incandescent. | 

It is also a great moral antiseptic. Al] the blood 
in the human body runs through the heart. So} 
all the blood in the life of the ciyt runs through its 
heart. If the heart of the city is not kept clean, 
the poison will spread to its uttermost cireum- 
ference ani out into the suburbs. It is a social 
atomizer. It helps to keep pure the atmosphere 
in which thousands of unprivileged boys and girls 
live and move and have their being. It furnishes 
social recreations which neutralize the influence 
of unwholesome resorts. It is ever reaching out a 
helping hand and protecting and preventing youth 
from falling into such gaping moral fissures as 
are in every great city. The lines of its influence. 
extend to the ends of the earth, because it its 
touching denizens from every corner of the globe. 

Such a church is above all a central shrine of 
worship. Worship is instinctive. To get rid of 
religion you would need to get rid of human nature. | 
A whilom resident of the city on returning after 
twenty-five years said, “The greatest miracle I 
saw was the worshipping multitudes in the heart 
of Chicago on Sunday.” 

The church, located. in the city’s commercial] 
life, challenges men to think of life’s upper and 
eternal meanings. At the triple entrance to the 
cathedral at Milan there are three inscriptions: 
one which says, “All that pleases is but for a 
moment;’ another, “All that troubles is but for 
a moment,” and a third, “ That only is important 
which is eternal.” | 

It is pardonable for me to say a final word 
about the religion of the lighted cross which | 
crowns the temple. There are numerous testi-. 
monies to its salutary effect on some who were 
torn in temptation’s fierce thicket and were ficht-

CHILDREN.

quantity of food eaten infiu- 
ences the rate of growth of children. 
The study was made on 600 voys, mang- 
ing from 7 to 11 years of age and in 
weight’ from 45 to 65 pounds The 
probability is that the conclusions ‘would 
apply to any group of healthy boys or 
girls. The children selected were healthy, 
rather stocky, English lads and average 
free from diseases and defects. The ex- 
periment ran for four years. | 
All of the boys were given a basic die 
which was tlought by Dr. Manm to be 
ample for growth. This diet contained 
37.3 calories for each pound of weight, 
of the 45 pound boys. The basic diet of 
the 60 pound boys contained 35.8 calories. 
for each pound. The diets ranged from 
1,679 to 2,154 calories daily. 


menting on these diets, thought they con- 
tained too little fat and proteims, and too 
much carbohydrates. The boys were 
housed in fifteen to twenty houses, each 
holding 30 to 35 boys. One group was 
fed the basic diet only. The average gain 
in weight for this group was 3.85 pounds 
and in height, 1.84 inches.

The average gain of these boys was:

2. Why are some people allowed to re- 
main in their homes, supposedly under 
quarantine, but going in and out at their 
pleasure, while others are snatched up by 
the health department and imprisoned in 
the contagious hospital for not only 
weeks but months? Why should not all 
people be treated alike? There is cer- 
tainly no fairness in keeping some in 
confinement for an indefinite period while 
others are left to their own discretion 
as to whether they scatter these germs 
or not, 

3. Why does the municipal hospital hold 
patients there for so long a time, claim- 
ing they are not yet cured? If they 
cannot cure the patient within a reason- 
able time, why should not the patient's 
own family physician be allowed to try 
his skill? Or is it like everything federal 
or municipal—so much graft to some- 
body? A little light on this subject would 
be appreciated by several of us.

The solution I offer will cost legs 
money; make a more modern, healthier 
city; will distribute the greatest cost 
where it logically ought to rest; will not 
move top real estate values away from 
present locations; will.solve the ques- 
tions of street safety, speed in the loop, 
congestion, all of which are, in reality, 
but a single problem if rightly consid- 
ered and one with the subway job. 

Instead of digging down, let us dig up- 
wards; instead of lowering the city level 
let us bring it up a story er two over 
the entire congested area. 

Close in the entire central district at. 
an agreed height, establishing a ‘totally 
new street level without vehicular traffic 
of any kind, abandoning the former level 
to subways and kindred transportation 
uses. The moment floors are laid at the 
new level. we already possess a com- 
pleted subway tube system, ready made. 

It is not claimed that there will be no 
readjustments required. They will, how- 
ever, be comparatively inexpensive, 
quickly attained, and adaptable to grad- 
ual alterations as may be neceagsary or 
required. |

GOTHAM ROARS 
HERO WELCOME 


in Tunney’s Praise. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
ASHINGTON, D. C.,; Sept. 
25. — [Special.] — Tele- | 
graphic reports from Su-

New York, Sept. 25.—[Special.J— 
New York greeted Gene Tunney today 
with a welcome which New York re- 
serves distinctly for its favorite sons. 
The new world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion, coming back to the city as the 
first native born to wear the prize 
ring’s greatest title, returned from 
Philadelphia at noon. 

From the time he arrived at the 
Pennsylvania terminal this smiling, 
boyish, modest young product of 
Greenwich Village, was paraded and 
acclaimed, dined and feted, cheered 
and praised; his character and fighting 
ability were eulogized in a demonstra- 
tion which lacked much in the crowds 
it attracted, but. which transcended 
any similar demonstration on the spon- 
taneity and sincerity of its enthusiasm. 

Demonstration Is Impromptu. 

It was a demonstration which was 
appropriate in every sense of the word 
but which was of necessity impromptu 
and informal and, as a consequence 
did not approch, in point of partici- 
pants, that which greeted Trudy Ederle 
on her triumphal return. This was 
because there was no organization 
back of the welcome; it lacked that 
completion of elaborate planning which 


b attended the return here of the channel 


conqueror, because Tunney, originally 
scheduled to delay his return here un- 
til Tuesday, suddenly decided over 
night to get back today and arrived, 
after a fashion, unexpectedly. 

But it was a remarkable demonstra- 
tion nevertheless; one in which Tunney 
seemed cowed more by the excitement 
his arrival created than he ever ‘could 
have been by the threatened ferocity 
of Jack Dempsey. It was such a 
demonstration as will live long in the 
memory of Tunney and those who par- 
ticipated in it. : 

Welcomed by Mayor. 

Tunney was greeted at Pennsy}!- 
vania terminal by his manager, Billy 
Gibson, and by his friend, Tim Mara, 
the man who arranged the welcome 
for the champion overnight. Whisked 
to the city Hall, Tunney was welcomed 
by Mayor James J. Walker, then at 
the head of a motor procession he was 
drivén to the Biltmore hotel, where he 
was the guest of honor at a luncheon 
arranged by Mara and attended bz: 
prominent figures in the city’s politi 
cal, industrial, commercial, professional 
and religious life. 

A note of religious pride in the 
success of Tunney made today’s dem- 
onstration unique. At the luncheon 
among the speakers were Father Fran- 
cis P. Duffy, former chaplain of. the 
old 69th regiment; Msgr. Joseph A. 
Smith, and Father Patrick H. Drain, 
pastor of St. Veronica’s parish in the 
Village, where Tunney was christened 
and reared in the Catholic faith. 

Praised by Prelate. 

Tunney heard Msgr. Smith praise 
him as “the type of man the church 
depends on; an athlete of Christ’’; 


heard Father Duffy declare that “ Tun- 


ney as world’s heavyweight champion 
will do more to form the morals of 
the rising generation than all the 
efforts of all the clergy of the coun-: 
try, since every youngster will want 
to fashion his life after his idol,” and 
he heard Father Drain praise him as 
a’ clean living young man of highest 
character; a man “ Greenwich Village 
is proud to have produced.”’ 
Tunney. paid his modest tribute to 
the man from whom hd won the title. 
And, too, Tunney took occasion to 
issue a mild rebuke to Manager Gibson 
who, in his speech, had emitted a 
caustic criticism of the boxing writers 
and former fighters who acted as “‘ex- 
perts” and who almost solidly picked 
Dempsey to win the title bout. 
“Tunney is the greatest champion 
ever crowned,” Gibson said, “and he 
proved the experts ‘all wrong. For 
this I am glad. None of them, save 
three or four, gave Gene a chance 
with Dempsey. Yet, now that the fight 
is over, they are not big enough to 
admit they were wrong. They are mak- 
ing excuses for their selection. They 
have not even given Tunney an even 
break. Dempsey, the best day he ever 
saw, could never lick Gene Tunney.”

One Machine That 
Might Weather 
Roughest Roads 


BCORDS of the number of 
bumps in a mile of road are 

_now being kept by the Minne- 

| sota highway. department, ac- 
cording to a recent bulletin. The rec- 
ord is made with a “ roughometer,” a 
device attached to an automobile in. 
such a manner that when the car 
strikes a bump which depresses the 
front springs one inch one “ point” 
is recorded on the dial on the instru- 
ment panel. Bumps may record from 
one-thirty-second of a point to two or 
three points, according to their size. 
On a recent test run made by O. L. 
Kipp, construction engineer of the de- 
partment, and F. C. Lang, engineer of 
tests, one piece of pavement was found 
on which 528 points were recorded. 
This, however, had been built before 
the state trunk highways system was 
established and has carried several 
thousand vehicles a da) for several 
years. The minimum on pavement 
was 56 points in a mile, and most 
of the pavements built by the state 
showed from 80 to 150 points a mile.

Legumes are given credit for in- 
creases in the yields of other crops. 
One of the common practices is to sow 
white blossomed sweet clover with 
wheat dnd turn it under as a green 
manure for corn. When the weather 
is normal sweet clover turned under 
in this way gives excellent results, 
according to tests made by college ex- 
perts. In tests made by Bauer and 
Snider at Carthage, IIL, sweet clover 
green manure increased the corn crop, 
62 bushels to the acre; at Clayton, 36 
bushels, and at Hartsburg, 30 bushels 
to the acre. 


Results on Eight Farms. 
On eight southern Illinois fields 
where sweet clover will not grow with- 
out the use of limestone, sweet clover 
and limestone gave an increase of 30% 


There are many varicties of soy bean 
grown in [llinois, but the hardier 
varieties are standing the test. The 


Records over a long period of years 
show that alfalfa is the most profitable 
hay crop grown. Its acreage should 
be multiplied in IlItmois during the next 
few years. 
Farmers interested in growing leg- 
umes, including particlarly alfalfa, 
clovers and soy beans, should first 
learn the fundamental cultural re- 
quirements of each crop.

Iowa Pigs on Hand

Work in Social Settlements. 


The function of social settlement 
workers is primarily to work with the 
men and women and children of the 
neighborhood in which the social set- 
tlement house is located, and to im- 
prove the health, happiness and gen- 
eral standards of the community. 

Naturally the social settlement 
house is in a district peopled with the 
poorer of the working classes, often 
crowded with foreigners and with sub- 
merged native born Americans. 

Normal, needed services are rendered 
in these settlement houses; services 
which the people in the neighborhood 
are too ignorant to perform for them- 
selves and too poor to pay for. They 
include clubs for men and women, in- 
struction and playground recreation 
for children, social classes for the 
young people, baby hygiene stations, 
clinics and dispensaries, day nurseries, 
kindergartens and home making in- 
struction for the mothers and the 
wives. 

It is a varied interesting life, in that 
it is lived among different sorts of 
people from those with whom the 


worker has been reared. To become ai. 


settlement house worker it is advisable 
to take a course at some university or 
social service school. The demand for 
community workers who are skilled 
in dealing with others and who possess 
a talent for really constructive service, 
is greet.

Hospital] Social Work. 


In connection with many hospitals, 
especially the county hospitals of large 
cities, there are social] service workers. 
These are to codperate with the poor 
who are brought into the hospital, visit 
their homes, see that there is no desti- 
tution with the breadwinner taken 
away, and also to follow up the sick 

fter they are taken home, watch their 
recovery and guard over their best 
interests. 

The same sort of training holds for 
this kind of work as for court and 
charity investigation. Intensive train- 
ing at some social service school fits 
a young woman to undertake any one 
of a dozen different lines of social 
service. 


Probation Officers. 


These young women usually work in 
codperation with the Juvenile courts. 
Their tasks, in the main, consist of 
studying the youth of the neighbor- 
hood in the particular district where 
they work, bringing wayward cases 
which are reported to them into court, 
and watching after those girls and

This line of work is considered vi- 


tally important by all sdtial service 


authorities. Through its medium close || 


contact is established between the 
workers and the young people. In this 
way healthy, wholesome amusement is 
provided, and much physical, mental, 
and moral good results. 

It demands resourcefulness and 
training. The salaries are not fixed, 
differing in different cities and com- 
munities. They may be said to start 
at $1,000 and continue to increase ac- 


cording to the ability and experience of 


the worker. 
Immigrants’ Protective League. 

Leagues of this nature are estab- 
lished for the protection of newly ar- 
rived foreigners. Workers in this field 
are constantly on the alert for recent 
arrivals, and naturally must pcssess 
considerable knowledge of places and 
organizations the city offers for their 
care. The task of finding suitable 
work for the immigrant is no small 
part of e task of such a league. 
While i igrants of all ages come 
under the protection of the league, the 
young girl and the young.boy, par- 
ticularly exposed to the dangers of 
the city, are objects of especial care. 

There is also work to be done among 
such agencies as those which assist the 
blind and the deaf in learning to help 
themselves, teaching them work which 
they can do to become at least par- 
tially self-supporting. 

Nor should the work done within the 
institutions of cities and counties. be 
forgotten. Orphanages, hormes fer the 
friendless, refuges for girl§, and girls’ 
clubs where working girls on a small 
salary can secure good rooms and 
board for a small sum—all of these 
institutions employ superintendents 
and matrons, clerical help, and often 
young women to assist as managers, 
directors, etc. 

Besides these there are humane so- 
cieties, hygiene leagues, vigilance’ as- 
sociations, and industrial service cen- 
ters which all afford opportunities for 
the ambitious girl or woman anxious 
to identify herself with social) service 
work.

F the measurements and instruc- 
tions given in this article are fol- 
lowed closely no trouble will be 
had in getting a good pattern for 
a tam-o-shanter, so popular this season. 
From point one to two on the outer 
edge is thirty-one inches, allowing one. 
half inch for seams at both ends. The 
lower line [three to four], which is the 
head size line, measures twenty-two 
and one-half inches, also allowing for 
a one-half inch seam. 
Mark the center front of your pat- 
tern. It should measure seven and 


one-half inches from the top of the 
pattern to the slashed edge, but six 
and one-quarter inches from the top 
to the head size line, as the slashed 
edge is turned up into the head size. 
Both en“s measure four and one-half 
inches deep, three and one-fourth 
inches from the top to the head size 
line. On the left side, half way be- 
tween the front and back, it is seven 
inches deep, five and one-fourth inches 
between the top and the head size line. 
On the right side it has a small curve 
in it and narrows down to five inches 
deep, three and one-fourth inches t-om 
the top to the line described in the 


others. 


The next measurements given are 
for the top part of the tam-o-shanter. 
You will notice the pattern is wider 
from side to side. It is nine and three- 
quarter inches from the front to the 
back and eleven inches from side to 
side. This circle measures thirty-tour 
inches around. . 

After you have made the pattern 
from the measurements, cut i‘ sur of 
stiff paper so the edges will not set 
torn or otherwise lose their shape. 
Lay this pattern on velvet or any 
goods you have selected for your hat 
{notch the center front of the pattern 
£0 you will Know it] and always lay 
the center front of the ‘pattern on the 


bias corners of the goods. It does 
not matter how the rest of the pattern 
lies on the goods, but for well fitting 
hats it is always better to have the 
front on the bias. 


AUVow a small margin all the way 
around the pattern for seams. Join 
the back seam of the large piece on 
the sewing machine. Next cut cut the 
top circle of the goods, put the matrk- 
ings of fronts, backs and sides tugether 
of both pieces. There will be a iittle 
fullness in the top circle, but this is 
to be held in when basting tie two 
together. This is also sewed on the 
sewing machine. If the materini used 
is velvet, run the seam over the edge 
vf a hot flatiron, but if other materia! 


is being used the iron can be used to 


press the seam. 

Make a head size band of bias canvas 
two.inches wide, double. M:.ke this 
to fit the wearer's head. join in back. 
put the. bottom edge of this bind on 
the line marked head size, turn ‘he 
slashes into the head size ind sew 
them to this bias headsize band. 

In adjusting the tam to the wearers 
head leave it high in front and on the 
left side. Put a plait on he right 
side back and bring it down over the 
right ear. No trimming is required, 
but if one desires any, 2 pearl or 
rhinestone pin is always attractive.

But 
just before this and after the pafa- 
graph just quoted there is. this: 
“ Everybody knows that those who 
have to prepare elegant viahds must 
pay the most scrupulous-attention ta 
cleanliness and order.

These requisites are 
just as vital to plain home made pie 
making as to the professional’s work. 

Why Pastry Crawis. 

What a time I had the first time I 
tried to roll out a pie crust, especially 
that for the top orwover. I was alone 
in a big house and adventuresome an: 
eager tO please. That crust wauld 
crawl back to half whet the size it 
should be, and then when I hadNt on 
the pie, and it had toughed the filling 
of mince meat, so that it could not be 
taken off and rolled any more, it 
pulled out where I had it niaely tucked 
in, and the edge of the pie when bake'l,; 
showed that there had been ample 
openings for the steam to escape. even 
though I had also tried to tndke a 
spraylike and ornamental exit in the 
middie of that top crust. «My nice 
slits ultimately looked like pic's eyes, 
and of all the raggedy pies that was 
the worst. I was 15, and like many a 
woman much oléer, I thought I was 
through with pie making, forgetting 
that if you do not first succéee@ you 


should try, try again. 
Escoflier on Kneading 
In the first recipe given by Escoffier 


under “ The Pastes,” and one labelled 
“Ordinary Short Paste.” he gives u< 
the reason why pastes craw!. This 
recipe reads: ‘“ Sift one pound of 
over the mixing board: make a holiow 
in its midst, and put thérein one-sixth 
ounce of salt, and one-third pint of 
cold water, and one-half pouni of but- 
ter, well softened—especially in winter. 
Mix the flour gradually with the but- 
ter and the water, tags the whole a 
moment or two, and knead it twice. 
Then roll it up in a ball; wrap it in a 
piece of linen that its su face niay 
not dry, and put it aside in a cool 
place. Remarks: A _ kneaded paste 
should be prepared either, one day, or 


at least a few hours, in advance, in 


order that it may lose that élasti¢ity 
which it acquires from kneading. 
Pastes, after they have rested a “— 
are much more éasily treated d 
bake a much more definite ané lighter 
color, than those that are. Used a8 
as they are prepared.” — 


That word ‘ mass" in the altiove 
recipe is an im nt’ one\.to ‘note, 
whether we want to do the right thing 


in binding our ingredients for a pic 
crust or for a cookie. In a sense it is 
to squeeze, or ball, the paste so that 
the kneading can be right, but after 
the above recipe EXscoffier has The 
Kneading of Pastes,” and says: ‘‘ The 
object of kneading paste is to combine 
the ingredients of which it is com- 
posed thoroughly. and also to smooth 
it. Proceed as follows: When the 
paste is mixed, roll it into a mass, put 
it in front of one, then press away from 
one, little by little, between the board 
and the palm of the hand. For the 
paste to be perfectly smooth, it ought 
to be treated twice in this way.’’

Raised Pie Crust. 
We have had an idea that the use 
of baking powder in pie crust was quite 
modern, but in “The Temperance 
Cook Book,” printed in Ohio in 1877, 
there is a recipe for ‘“‘Raised Pie Crust ” 
which reads: ‘To one pint sifted 
flour add one even teaspoonful of 
Churchjll’s baking powder, and sweet 
cream enough to wet the flour, leaving 
the crust a little stifr. This is enough 
for two pies.’"" Sour cream pastries are 
ilso good to use when the making of 
a regulation crust has not been mas- 


tered. 
Pumpkin Pie Filling. 

The pumpkin and squash pies be- 
iong essentially to autumn. The pump: 
kin has lost some or most of its former 
popularity because the pulp of this 
gourd is insipid unless it is cooked long 
and well. Wash and cut up a pumpkin 
into convenient pieces for paring, then 
yYMre pieces and cut them into sections 
an inch or so square. Put them into 
the top of a large double boiler with. 


out any water and cook gently untii 


the pumpkin is dark and looks rather 
dry, then put through a sieve. So 
couked it will swell in hot milk, and 

fewer eggs may be used for a pie . 
with it or none at all. Two cups anda 
half of filling is needed for. one nine 
inch wide pie. The proportions of hot 
milk and pumpkin may vary. One cup 
of pumpkin and one and a half cups of 
milk will be all right unless’. the 


r pumpkin is exceedingly dry. Then use 


less of it. If part of the milk is cream 
the pie will be superior. Use besides 
this two eggs and from one-half cup 
to three-fourths cup of sugar—to taste 
—a little salt, and spices to suit, but 
one night as well have a potato or a 


carrot foundation if so much spice is\ 


used to kill the taste of the pumpkin. 
which is somewhat caramelized by long 
One-fourth teaspoon of cin- 
namon and a few grates of nutmeg will 
not obliterate pumpkin flavor. Make 
the crust, fill partly, and add“the rest 
of the filing when the pie is in the 
oven. The uven may be hot at first, 
but finally not so hot that the filling 
will boil. If it boils the pie will be 
wetery, like any custard. 
4 One Crust.

ISNT IT ODD 


He tmmediately informed ; 
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SN’T it odd that wasps should have 
known how to manufacture paper 
for millions of years before man 
did and should have worked at it 

through the ages under the very nose 
of man without ever being noticed? 
The wasp’s nest that hangs under 
the eaves is made of paper of just the 
same quality as that which comes to 
the door bearing the morning news. It 
is wood fiber paper. To make it the 
wasp has gone to some fence rail, or 
to some tree broken by the wind, 
where the fiber is exposed. It has 
ripped off these individual fibers, has 
chewed them up, moistened them, con- 
verted them into wood pulp. Then it 


eled it into the thin walls of the cells 
of its house. 

The paper manufacturer takes whole 
logs of wood, grinds them up so as to 
separate the fibers, reduces them to a 
pulp, mixes them with water. He has 
exactly the same material as has the 
wasp. This man manufacturer then 
runs this pulp, difuted with water, out 
on a screen. The water leaks through 
and the pulp makes a sheet of paper. 

Man might have learned to make 
paper from the wasp but he did not.

HE pacifists who now rant in the Open Forums and 

suffragette magazines all seem to ground their case on 
; the thesis that the people of the United States naturally 

abhor war and shrink from its horrors as an I. W. W. 
shrinks from soap. The notion, it seems to me, has a flavor 
of apple sauce. It would be far more accurate, though plainly 
not the whole truth, to say that they delight in war, and 
enjoy its gaudy uproar as a country boy enjoys circus day. 
Were they unhappy during the late heroic crusade for democ 
racy? Then so is a Methodist unhappy at a revival. 
‘ There was, to be sure, a minority of Américan’ who found 
war unpleasant, but they never ran to as much as one per 
cent of the population, and most of them have learned to 
enjoy it vastly in retrospect, however much it may have 
fevered them while it was going on. I allude, obviously, to 
the young gentlemen who were assisted into the trenches by 
the draft. The records show, I believe, that fully 75 per cent 


| of them tried, by one dodge or another, to avoid service. But 


that is not saying that they disliked war, once they had got 
into it. On the contrary, a great many of them enjoyed it 


| immensely and are among the most ardent warlocks now in 


practice among us,’ 

‘To a young man, indeed, war is far more pleasant than 
unpleasant, especially if he be of simple mind—which is to 
say, especially if he be the normal infant of his species. The 
| highly sophisticated youth, accustomed to ease and civilized 
society, finds it gross and filthy, but certainly those objections 
to it do not rest heavily upon the mind of a yokel from the 
cow belf or a youngster from a city slum.

‘CONNIE’S NEW FILM | 
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BROADWAY GETS A 
SQUINT AT ITSELF

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.}—Broadway had 
its first chance to cheer, the other night. A play came 
into the Broadhurst theater called “ Broadway,” which 
is so true a transcript of night club life in the wet 
forties that the Broadway alumni fairly marveled at its 
completeness and thrilled with the soundness of its drama. 
There is nothing pretty about 
it, but neither ts there anything 
phoney. It is such a hit as was 
Maxwell Anderson’s tramp play,
